Roof Squatters 
RASTIC action has beon 
ordered by Government 
against rooftop squatters. 
Porhaps the only complalut 
,to be mado with yosterday's 
announcement is that the 
action should have been 
taken months ago when the 
problem was aired in the 
press. If newspaper roports 
are to be believed the reason 
why complaints went un- 
heeded was that the varlous 
departments could not decide 
whose responsibility this 
particular problem was. The 
Sanitary Department snid 
it was a job for the Re- 
scttloment officials who 
passed the buck to the land- 
lurds, because they said the 
squatters were on privately- 
owned buildingn. 


In the meantime thousands of 
people ving in tenements in 
many parts of the Col 
have had to put up wit 
uninvited guests on their 
rooftops because roof doora 
which act as fire escapes 
cannot be locked. The regu- 
lation requiring this safo- 
xuard In not questioned but 
xteps should have been taken 
nagalnat abuses, 

No ono wants to bo heartless 
to the homeless but tho 
majority of the rooftop 
settlers are people wha have 
been cleared out of squatter 
villages and havo refused 
resettlement accommodation, 
The attraction of the roof- 
tops is clear enough—no 
rent has to be paid, and in 
most cases squatters pick a 
roof near their work. 


OW Government has decided 
that any new roof 
atructure will be summaril 
demolished—and there will 
bo no offer of resettlement. 
Other roof squatters will get 
their marching orders in 
duc course—until they do 
Government should see that 
built-up roofs are regularly 
Inspected. The dangers may 
not be realised by the public 
even if they are now proper- 
ly understood by Govern- 
ment. Thero are 68,500 
rooftop structures accordiug 
to on official survey and 
these may house as many os 
300,000 people. Probably at 
jeast half are children, 


The first and most obvious 
problem In the fire hazard, 
Many of the huts are made 
uf wood and canyas, Cook- 
Ing Is generally done out- 
nide the hutsbut in winter, 
vosaibly Inside, Overturned 
crosene lamps or stoves, 
cigarette butts or joss 
sticks could ensily set not 
one hut but a whole roof- 
top of them alight. It is 
bad enough when a village 
at ground level gues up in 
flames but Infinitely worse 
when a large fire breaks 
out on top of a crowded 
tenement building. 


ANOTHER problem is that 
of water supply, A repor- 
ter who visited a Wanchal 
reof colony in June wrote: 
“Not to bother the residents 
on the lower floors, many 
of the aquattera make use 
of flush water for washing 
and drinking. Flush tank 
covers are removed, often 
not replaced, Mosquitocs 
begin, to breed and before 
long they are everywhere. 
Dirty water ia poured out— 
not necessarily down 
drains. The roof gets wet, 
The water seeps through, 
and before long water 
atches appear on the ceil- 
ngs and walls on the top 
floors, 


“Some of the squattera aro 
rearing chickens and ducks,’ 
Thelr dirt is seldom swept 
away, Ants, cockroaches and 

. files make their appearance 
on the lower residential 


floors.” The reporter added:|: 


“Why should the lives .of 
residents who pay rent bo 
endangered by ao squatter 
fire and by insects and 
pests?"

TROOPS ALSO URGED 


New York, Nov. 21. 

The overwhelming majority of the United Nations to- 
day demanded the immediate cessation of mass deportations 
of Hungarian men, women and children to the Soviet Union. 

The UN General Assembly also repeated its call for the 


withdrawal of Soviet troops from Hu 
the Budapest authorities to admit U 


conditions in the war-torn country. 


The 79-nation body wound 
up three « +s of often heated 
debate on Hungarien situa- 
thon with o,yroval for two re- 
solutions. 


The first, introduced 
Cubs, urged the Sovict 
Hungarian suthorities to take 
immediate steps to cease the 
deportation of Hungarian cill- 
zona and to return promptly to 
their homes those who had been 
doported. 

It said news of the deporta- 
Uons gave added urgency for 
prompt com: ce with = pfe- 
vious resohutions calling for the 
prompt withdrawal of Soviet 
forces from Hungary and for 
the despatch ce observers to 
Hungury by the UN Sceretary- 
General, Mr Dug Hammarskjold. 

The Cuban resolution was 
approved by 55 votes to ten+-~the

Despite the reference to ob- 
servers in this resolution, India, 
Ceylon and Indonesia introduced 
another draft specifically urging 
H ry to accede fo Mr Ham- 
marskjold’s request thet ob- 
servers be admitied “without 
prejudice to its sovercignty.” 

As with the Cuban resolution, 
fhe three-power draft asked the 
Secretary - General to report 
back to the Assembly on com- 
pHance with the request.

Buenos Aires, Noy, 21. 
The Argentine govern- 
ment today declared the 
Rumanian Ambassador, Mr 
Anton Moisescu, unwelcome 


and issued him his pass- 


port to return home. 

Mr Moisescu has been In this 
country only since last March. 
He was the central figure in an 
Incident here last Friday, when 
a Rumanian family broke from 
Communism in a daring escape 
from officials of the Rumanian 
Embassy who seized their baby 
in a voin attempt to use him os 
ao hostage. 

The incident aroused wide- 
spread indignation among the 
Argentines. Hundreds of’ them 
gathered before the Embassy 
and cheered as they saw the 
fumily’s successful bolt for 
freedom. As a result of today’s 
government action, it is Mr 
Molsescu. who will return lo 
Rumania Instead of Mr George 
Coman and his family. 

“TOO BOURGEOIS” 

Mr Coman, 31, a cheuffeur ‘at 
the Embassy, his 29-year-old 
wife and their two children 
wore ordered to return to 
Tnmania after Coman was 
convicted by a kangaroo court of 
becoming “too bourgeols.”
